DYKING THE FRASEfi. 

The aettlora of the Ohilliwhuok section 
of Frasor Eiver Yalloy (following tlio ex- 
ample of the settlers of Ihe Sumas section) 
have held a meeting aud unanimously on- 
doreod the Derby Bchemo for redeeming 
a large tract of land in Cliilliwback and 
Sttmas that is now subject to uumial sub- 
mereence. With all the talent and indus- 
try expended by the settlors they have 
b«en unable to prevent the flooding of 
their lands. Like an invading army the 
Frasor runs over its banks at the most in- 
opportune season and destroys every liv- 
ing thing in its path, leaving a waste bo- 
hind The force of the stream la entirely 
nnoontrolled. It is a powerful horse with- 
OBt check; but with abridlo in its mouth 
the fertility of Fraser Valley might bo 
largely increased, and a hundred families 
enioy a oompetenoy where to-day one 
family finds it hard scratching to earn a 
livelihood. The Derby s^emo compre- 
hends a system of dyking and draining 
that will render almost immediately ca- 
pable of cultivation 50,000 or 60,000 acroa 
of land that are now of no practical use to 
anyone. Gut up into farms of 100 acres 
they would provide homes for 500 families, 
averaging five persons each, and add 2500 
to the population of tuo Ti-o™ 
Brought under cultivation 00,000 
aoras of redeemed laud should produce, 
at the rate of 40 bushels of wheat to the 
acre, 2,000,000 busUols, which would givo 
a sufficiency for local consumption and 
leave a largo balance for. export. From a 
limited area of cultivable land tha Sumas 
and Chilliwhack sections i)roduced for 
the season just closed 300,000 bushels of 
grain of all kinds. If the Government, 
by the adoption of a well-considered 
scheme, can within the next two years in- 
crease that yield sevenfold, they ought to 
adoptit. Tbey ought to put not only a 
bridle in the mouth of the Fraser, but a 
full set of huruess on its back as well 
Simple as are the means for the redomp 
tion of these lands, tbey are none the IcbS 
effective. There is nothing new in tbo 
Derby echeme. The principle baa been 
applied over and over again successfully 
for ages. With dyking and draining on a 
small scale individual effort can grapple. 
But when a vast tract of land retiniros to 
be placed in condition for agricultural 
purposes, capital must be called on 
to aid, for capital his its duty to perform 
as well as labor. The settlers of Suraaa 
and Obilliwhaok have tried to protoct 
their lands from.,6yerflo> aud have failed. 
Capiialista who have faith in the pormii- 
nenoy of the Province and conndonco in 
tho fertility of the soil havo offL-red to 
come to their relief and perform tbo work 
that single-handed tho settlers have con- 
fessed their inability to do. With the 
bona fides of the scheme the settlers moat 
interested have unahiinitiBl^ expressed 
their satisfaction, and it remains now for 
the Government to so arrange the details 
that while the scheme will bo beneficial 
to the country at large the enterprising 
capitalists wilUaeonre what they are clear- 
ly ADtitled to— a foir return for the money 
invested. - 



tlio wildf!. As regards tho fortility of these 
central wilds much useful information 
will bo found in Appendix X, and we now 
need only say here that there appears to 
be less absolute desert than was at one 
time supposed. Much land is available 
for pasturage, and some for cultivation, 
especially in the territory north of tho 
lino of railway. Tho total area is estimat- 
ed at 160,000,000 acres, of which 80,000,- 
000 are arable in tho region be' woon Lake 
Superior and the llocky Mountains. It is, 
however, as wo havo said, us yot a ]»nd 
without inhabitants, and with nomo for- 
bidding features, so that the question for 
Canada and those interested in her finan- 
cial and material well-being is, in .short, 
for how many years c;in tbo existing pro- 
vinces of the Dominion bear tbo dead 
weight of such an undertaking as this? 
It is, judging by past experieucos, a mo- 
derate estimuto to suppose that probably 
a generation will elapse before tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Kailway nan pay its working 
expenses. Is it worth Canada's while? 
Will it ever do any good to British Col- 
umbia ? We doubt it. At all events, it 
must bo borno in mind that its construc- 
tion means probably a burden of at least 
from forty to fifty millions sterling added 
to the already heavy Canadian : debt be- 
fore the lino has been worked fiVe years.

The Times in its money articia to-day 
gives a tolerably lenathy notice of Mr. 
Sandford Fleming's "Eoport on Surveys 
and Preliminary Operations on the Cana- 
dian Pacific Eailway." By cable I havo 
despatched a full summaryiOf the remarks 
of Messrs. Ornmp anf Wilson on the 
matter. I append the text of tho article 
in full, as it will be read with interest in 
Oanada. There havo been several reviews 
of Mr. Fleming's report in tho English 
press of a very complimentary character 
to your able engineer-in-chief, and in all 
of these notices I have seen the admirable 
way in which the report has been printed 
at Ottawa and the excellouce of tho maps 
and charts havo been monlioned in flatter 
ing terms. The report is a credit to Mr. 
Fleming, his aides, and to all concerned 
in its production. 

The Times' article is as follows: — 
A book has been published lately which 
those interested in Canadian railway so- 
curitioB might do worso than rend. It is 
the ablo and carefully put together repoi t 
of Mr. Sandford Fleming, the Eugiucor- 
iO'Ohief of the Canadian Paoiflc Eailway, 
and it gives a complete history of tbo sur- 
veys and explorations which havo been 
carried on for six years, nith a view to de- 
termine tbo locality of this romarkable 
undertaking. Maps, charts, and copious 
appendices accompany tho report, and 
enablo tho reader to get o very fair idea 
of the eaormons cost which the line must 
involve, as well as of the hopelessness of 
making it a paying speculation within a 
reasouablo period. As laid down iu tho 
first maj) in tho book, the Canadian I'i'.- 
ciflo Kailway starts from Furl William, on 
Thunder Bay in Lako Hiiperior, and 

£ asses north-westward between Lako 
[anitob'ti and I^ke Winnipegosis, and 
then almost westward along tho central 
country till it enters tlio Alpino regions of 
British Columbia, thriju,;li wliioli tlio en- 
gineers liavo not yot beou idih: to lind a 
•atisfactory way to tbo couht. Tlui toiul 
length of tho lino from Ottawa to the Pu- 
ciflowill apparently benearly3,000 miles, 
» distance greater than the breadth of 
Europe, and it will pass through a terri- 
tory which, from tbo shores of Lake Su- 
perior to tho gorges of tho Rooky Moun- 
tains — a distance of, say, nearly 1,500 
miles — does not contain 50,000 white 
men. All along tbo central pla- 
taaux, and, indeed, everywhere on 
tha route, the winter is long and 
most severe, offering little encouragement 
to settlors; and whatever route is cboson 
the engineering dillioulties to bu overcomo 
in carrying tho lino across the Eooky 
Moantains will be enormoas, Mr. Elom- 
ing estimates that tbo cost of oue of tbo 
proposed routes by which these moun- 
tains are to be bridged (and there are no 
leas than eleven different Paoifio termini 
proposed) will be 833,000,000, and tho 
loweit estimate given i^ $'20,000, OOO.wbilo 
some are as high as .$39,000,000. This is 
tho worst section of the line to bo sure, 
but there does not seem to be any prospect 
of traffic in British Columbia such as 
would justify tiie outlay. The mountains 
arc said to abound in minerals; but no 
minerals in tho world would boar tho cost 
of land transport for 3,000 miles and pay 
the miner, while if tho riches of British 
Columbia are to be carried to tho coast 
for shipment short lines leading to the 
various ports would bo infinitely more 
serviceablo to the colony than a trunk 
line, without fsadsra, landing inland, to

Nanaimo Correspondence. 

Nanaiho, Nov. 13th, 1877, 
Editor Colonisi: — The addition to the 
gaol is about completed and does credit 
to tho diflbrent mechanics' superintending 
tho work; that is to say, tho carpenter, tho 
stonemason, and the tinsmith. Nothing 
has boon loft undone to make tho iuslitu 
tion as comfortable as possible for board 
ers. During the alterations it received 
but very little patronage, but owing to the 
now bill of fare,the unsurpassable accom- 
modation and the exemplary stylo 
which it is run, it is fast filling up. Even 
Victoria is extending her mito, as no less 
than six of tbo chain-gang brigade arrived 
here rocontlj from Judge Courtney's ho 
tel to ba taken care of at the Government's 
expense. Their appearance is much ad- 
mired hero, mainly because of the neat 
and clean appearance they put in when 
laboring on tho streets of the munioipnlity 
of Nanaimo, while tbo balauj^e of tho gang 
looks dirty, badlj* clad, and almost Ijare- 
footed; and, worse than that, tbey nnfor- 
tunately get in prison with probably their 
wholo wardrobe on their backs. Thoy 
work for tho Corporation from 7 in tho 
morning till in tho evening, or till they 
work themselves naked Then they are 
turned out. Tbey are locked up every 
Sunday, not oven a chanco given them to 
wash their clothes and keep themselves 
clean, and when they do have an oppor- 
tunity some of them have to tako tho rags 
on them off, givo them a rinse, and stuy 
naked until their rags aro dry or partially 
so. Now, sir, this is a state of affairs tbo 
remedying of which requires immediate 
attention. Let there be a wash-house es- 
tablished within the prison walls; let the 
washing be done on week days; let the 
prisoners put on clean clolhos on Sunday 
after working like slaves all the week; 
and lot thom g;> to church in tho Court- 
houso and hear tbo Gospol expounded 
from tbo tongue of sorao good minister; 
let them havo a place to eat where thoy 
can sit down to %eit meals like Christ-, 
ians, and not like beasts, snatcbidg their 
allowance and hiding themselves behind 
tho house to oat it; lot them have two 
suits of clothes in order that thoy can 
change Aveokly and preserve the few gar- 
ments they brought in to go out with, 
and let the Corporation of Nanaimo furn- 
ish those clothes.,' They get, their labor 
and, surely, the least thoy can do is to 
clothe a man for his work, while his 
board, lodging and keep comes out of tbo 
Provincial E.xchequer. If tho City of 
Nanaimo cannot afford to furnish prison- 
ers tho clothing required then let convict 
labor no longer ruQ in competition with 
free labor— a sentiment in which I snp- 
pose tbo majority of the City Council will 
concur, from the fact that in the Munici- 
oipal Council of tbo 5th instant, among 
tbo items of the nUiro accounts, was a bill 
for an undor.shirt and overshirt. Coun- 
cillor Brydon objected to the Council 
finding clothing for the prisoners, the 
other Oonnoillora present dissenting. 
Councillor Sabiston remarking that tho 
Council had voted to ch)tho the prisoners. 
Now let us lookat tho Violoria City prison. 
There prisoners, lot their time be long or 
short, are furnished with two suits of 
prison clothes, which allow thom to 
change once a week, a well regulated 
wnsb-house being a part of the insiitntion, 
which accounts for the very respectable 
a))poaraiic(! of tbo lalo importation from 
tlio Capital in niiikiiig their -debnt before 
tho Nanaimo public. 

Some well ro^nlatod prison systoiu 
must be inaugurated as regards tbo gaol 
hero to make it equal in nil essential 
parts, with other institutions of tho kind. 
Therefore, something must bo doiio aud 
done quickly. Oni Nux.

DYKIKG THE FRASER LANDS. 

CMlliwliack Approves of the Derby 
Schrme. 



A special meeting of tbo Obilliwhiiok 
council \»as held Nov. 12th to consider a 
petition from the residents of Sumas ask- 
ing the council to request the Governor 
in council to bo roorganizo tho limits of 
the munioipality.so that the yumaM section 
■which is to be iaoluded in tho proposed 
dyke will be enabled to . be incorporated 
as a separate portion i'in order to carry the 
dyking scliome more Buocossfully into 
elToct. The warden expressed a doubt; 
whetbor tbo executive had tho power to 
curtail tbo limits tbo m .incipality 
-witbout legishitlvo ouactmeut; but said 
that there would be no harm in showing 
the oounoil's views upon tho matter. On 
Councillor Gillanders' motion tho prayor 
of tho petitioners was granted. ■ The ' 
council thou adjourned. 

A public meeting took place afterwards 
presided over by tbo warden, and tbo 
clerk acted as secretary. I\Ir. Derby spoko 
concerning the works bo proposss to 
undertake in tbo sections of Gbilliwback 
andSumass. Tuo people o£ Sumas are to 
raise some SoO.OOO towards the dyking of 
that locality, aud tbo Government is ex- 
pected to supulement that sum in Crown 
lands; the exact number of acres not 
being specified yet. Tbo settlers of Hope 
and Camp sloughs were only required to 
raise $2,000 for blocking those sloughs 
which will be done iu connection with the 
draining of "i3ig Prairie" and adjacent 
■wot lands. Ho was to undertake the 
works in connection with each other — as 
one grand scheme of rochimation. Some 
parties wanted to know tbo preciso nature 
of the bargain about to be cousummated. 
Hon. Wm. Smithe, who w.is present to 
find out the fueling of the settlors re- 
garding tbe proposed undertaking threw 
considorablo light upon the subject. He 
said that ever since he and his colleagues 
took office be had b.^on convinced that 
something might be done towards helping 
ourselves as a province without waiting 
lor th» railway to bring ua prosperity. 
The mines in Cariboo did not yield such 
value as in former times, and the Govern- 
ment knowing tho importance of that re- 
gion as a source of wealth to the province, 
had aided tbat section towards establish- 
ing a quartz mining industry, which he 
Lad the mostsanguinu hopes would prove 
Bucaessful. The govcrnmout knew tbo 
importance of having tbia localiiy dyked 
so that instead of being importers of 
several thousand barrels of flour every 
year wo should become exporters; but tbe 
finances at their command were not avail- 
able for sncb a project. Mr. Derby came 
forward wilb a proposal tbat ho would 
nndertako tbe work and take his compen- 
sation in Crown lands. He came to hoar 
and 80C for himself respecting tho work. 
"Whou tbo cngincjr and bis own report 
would come before bis coUoagucs, they 
they might make a diminit<hed 
offer of acroaga to Mr. Derby. Mr. 
Derby might not accept what tho 
Government proposed to give and tbe 
scheme might fall to the ground. Tbe 
Government would make as good a bar- 
gain as tbey could. The contract might 
be closed before the meeting of tbo Leg 
islaturo in order to proceed with tho 
work at once as it was proposed to baye it 
oompletedby Nov., 1878; all tho corres- 
pondence would be laid before the Legis- 
lature; the interests of present settlers 
would bo respected, and ho was very 
happy mdeed to find so little opposition 
to the scheme, as ho was led to believe 
a good deal of opposition existed before 
he left Victoria. 

A resolution was passed manifesting the 
utmost confidence in the scheme propos- 
ed by the Government, and also re- 
posing confidence iu tho Government in 
looking after tho interest!! of tbo residents 
in any arrangement whiob tbcy might 
make toward efl'ectiug tho nohcme. After 
moving a vote of thanks to ;Mr, Hmitbe 
for his explanations, and tho apparent in- 
terest he took personally in the sohemo, 
and to Wdrden MdOtitoheon for the able 
manner in which he bad presided over 
the meeting, the proceedings came to a 
close.

A City Heated bt Steam.— Reference 
was made some time ago to. tbe fact 
that efforts were making to furnish 
steam to tbe people of a whole village 
or section of a city, us gas has for 
some tiine been done; also, tbat it wns 
proposed to transmit power by steam, 
coinprossed air or hydraulic preHSuio. 
We now have a statement of the in 
itial attempt at: warming a village by 
steam — at Lockport, N. Y. Tho cost 
is thought to be but little more than 
half the cost of stoves, although the 
groat heat for kitchen apparatus may 
ho less easy to furnish. From the 
Htoain "boilers tbe supply of beat is 
forced through pipes laid mulergrouiul 
to tbe buildings which are to be wann- 
ed.

BuoHiUEST, Nov. 11.— Gen. Oborut- 
cheff, who planned tho cimpaign which 
resulted in the defeat of Mukhlar Pusha, 
has arrived to take command of the statT 
of the Russian army in Bulgaria. 

A telegram from Dolney Dobnik saya: 
In consequence of the evacuation of this 
plaoobytho Turks, the'Kussians have 
contracted the circle around Plevna to 30 
miles. Tbo Russians have one hundred 
and twenty thousand men— sufficient to 
fill two continuous lines of trenches 
around tbo whole position. Five or six 
thousand cattle are visible in Osman Pa- 
sha's position and other.indications show 
it probable that he can hold out thirty or 
forty days. 

London, Nov. 12.— A . Bnssian official 
dispatch dated Bogot, the lltb, says tho 
Turks last night aitemnted to Burprise 
Gen. SkobololT's positions. Tbe Russians 
wore warned and allowed tbo Turks to 
approach within 100 paces when they re 
ceivod them with a heavy fire. 'The Turks 
retreated to an eutrenohed position anil 
maintained a violent fire until two this 
morniof. ^ 

It is reported heavy fighting favorable 
to tbe Turks has been progressing at 
Plevna tbo past two days. 

Chevket Pasha has gone to Scbipka. 
Mchemet Ali will take command of the 
divisions at Orchauie,

to the country by a sort of plebiscite. Mc-

ia not generally believed. All late minis- 
terial organs in Orleanist or constitutional 
interests now demand aropublican minis- 
try including tho Moniteur, Soleiel, Soir 
aud Constitulionnel.

— Kiouf Pasha 
telegraphs the following: Ruesian sup- 
liort£ fiom Gubrovtt en route to Scbipka 
pass being obliged to pass within our 
range recently lost 500 killed. Our losses 
were trifling, bat inoludo Lesman Pasha, 
commaudaut of tho artillery, killed.

During tbo six minutes the au- 
dience lasted ho iiev«r cnca moved bis 
legs, but moved his hands frequently, 
and with ajqiareut freedom. Tlio appear- 
ance ho presented was tbat of a man on 
tho very brink of the graTe;but who seems 
to retain bis mental faculties to a degree 
hardly to bo oxpocifid under the circum-

— There is no founda- 
tion for the alarming rumors current at 
Paris yesterday about the I'ope, who still 
suffers from weakness, but whose condi- 
tion has not rocontlj- become worse. 

The Popo is better to-day. Ho gave 
audience to several pel sons. 

Zanardelli, minister of public works, 
resigned, diaupproviug of the convention 
with railroad companies negotiated by 
tbe rest of the cabinet. De Proiis, presi- 
dent of the council and minister of fi- 
nance, will take tbo portfolio of public 
works temi^orarily. 

LoKDON, Nov. 13.— Tbe Pall Mall 
e«e asserts that Germany is urging Rel- 
gium to accept the German protectorate 
aud make her military system conform to 
Germany in return for guarantee of inde- 
pendence in other rcspocls, and for terri- 
torial compensation. Germany argues 
that Belgium, in tho event of another 
Franco-German war, would probably bo 
tho battle-ground and be abHorbed by the 
victor, A military convention with Bel- 
gium now would render Germany unos- 
sailable. The Gr'ze/fe believes those ar- 
guments have made great headway iu very 
high quarters.

OALI^pRNIA. 
San Franoisoo, Nov. 12 — Dispatches 
received from various jyOinta iu tho state 
north and south, indioato a general rain 
throughout the state, in some pi .ces suf- 
fleient for tbe present uso of farmers. 

About 20 miuutei past 12 a lire was dis- 
covered in tbo rear portion of tho North 
Point dock bonded.. warebonse, situated 
on the corner of Sansome and Greenwich 
strebtH. Employes of tbo warebouso were 
at dinner and tho origin of the lire is un- 
known. Before tho onginea reached the 
scene the lire had made such headway 
that immouao volumes of smoke were 
bursting from every door and window of 
tho building, and the fire had ottaoked 
tho merchandise stored in the wooden 
shods in tho roar of tbo building. The 
warehouHo was ot brick, two stories, cov- 
ering a fifty var i lot>and filled with valu- 
able imported goods comprising sugars, 
liquors, wines, glass, tinware, crockery 
and obinaware. A general alarm was turn- 
ed on and tba entire department assembl- 
ed, and the tugs Minnehaha and Anasba 
steamed up iu front of the warehouse and 



once evident, however, tbat the interior 
of the building was a mass of flames, 
while the sheds m the rear and contents 
were burning fliMcely. Tbe firemen at- 
tacked tho (lames on all "aides through 
doors and windows, end from the roof of 
Friedlander's warehouse adjoining, but 
with litilo efTect, Soon after one o'clock 
the roof fell in and an immense volume 
of flame shot a handrcd feet into the air. 
At the present hour, 2:20 p.m., the fire is 
still raging. The entire upper portion of 
the building with contents ia consumed, 
aud the lower story nearly all burned out, 
with the exception of the front part, where 
there will pro'oably bo some of the con- 
tents saved. That part of tWo building 
was mostly filled with glass, much of 
wnioh will probably bo badly damaged 
by heat. It ia impossible at present to 
estimate the loss, but tho warehouse was 
a favorite with the mercantile men and 
alwajrs well tilled. It is said it baa not at 
any time within tho last five years had less 
than a inillion dollars worth of property 
within its walls and there will be but 
little salvage. Tho insurance is under- 
stood to he divided up mostly among 
English and German oompauies, which 
have taken risks at very low rates. The 
loss mu.t be vi;ry heavy. 

As closely as can at pro.sent be estimat- 
ed, tbo loss by tho fire at the North Point 
warehouse will reach about §440,000 over 
and above siilvago. Tho insurauoe foots 
up 3315,000, pretty well distributed 
mostly among foreign companies, the loss 
not falling very heavily on any one oom- 
prny. 

San FnA.N'cisoo, Nov. 13. — Spencer 
Martin, of the insurance and real estate 
firm of Martin k Holmes, of Oakland, 
drcjpped doud on Oiik street, near Front, 
this evening. His death- is supposed to 
have been caused by an affection of the 
heart. 

Tho workingmen held an open air meet- 
ing at tho corner of Tenth and Howard 
streets, this evening, and also one at the 
Irish American Httlh The men were very 
quiet, the speakers' tohing their utterances 
considerably, as compared with previous 
efiforts. Kearney, Day and other impris- 
oned agitators say they ftol very easv as 
to the result of their trials, which will be 
commenced to-morrow, claiming there in 
no case against them. 

San FitANOisoo, Nov. 14 — A large 
crowd assembled at tho city criminal 
court this morning to witness the trial of 
Kearney and other incendiaries. It was 
found necessary to station police to keep 
tho entrance and passages rea onaLdy 
clear. Tbo jjriaonors were all present, 
and their counsel m»?ved adiamissid of the 
cases on the ground that the acts charged 
did not constitute au offense. Not suc- 
ceeding in tbat, the^ then sought to make 
the point that the jury was not legally 
drawn by the Bherid", but by the police 
authorities. The court overruled the 
point. The question of the legality of 
tho ordinance of tbo board of supervisors 
under which the arrests wero made was 
then raised. It wns known tbat tbe 
Board adopted tbe ordinance on its final 
passage, before it had been published five 
days, as required by law. On tbia show- 
ing the cases against Kearney. Day, 
Knight and Butes were dismissed, but 
Pickett was held, having been arrtsted on. 
tbe charge of riot. The others were im- 
mediately re-arrested on a charge of in- 
citing a riot, and held in the sum §3,000 
bail each. "They were remanded to juil, 
but will probably furnish bail soon.
